1. Division Peislicars and Tahsildars shall have power to snnTmon 
all persons resident within the local areas of their respective juris- ‘ 
diction, whose attendance may appear to them to be necessary, in 
connection with any Revenue matter which it is their dirty to investi¬ 
gate or dispose of, and also to require the production of any document 
relevant tu such matter which may be in the possession or under the 
control of such person.

REGULATION VI OF 1063. 

A Regulation to amend the law relating to Opium and Bhang 
passed by Sis Highness the Mnha Itajah of Travancore on the 13f?i 
dime 18SS corresponding with the 1st Mithunam 1063. 

Whereas it is expedient to amend the law relating to Opium and 
Bhang, We are pleased to enact as follows :— 

1. This Regulation may be called “ The Opium and Bhang Regu¬ 
lation” and it shall come into force oil the 1st day of Carcadagom 1063 
corresponding with the 15th July 1888. 

2. The term ‘ Opium ’ shall include also poppy-heads, preparations 
or admixtures of Opium, and intoxicating drugs prepared from the 
poppy. 

3. Except us permitted by this Regulation, or by Rules framed 
under this Regulation no one shall— 

(a) import 

(b) export 
(cl possess 

(d) manufacture or 
(e'j sell, Opium or Bhang. 





































12. Any person who vexatiously and without reasonable ground

All such Rules shall, th'ree months after their publication in the 
Government Gazette, have the force of law and be read as part of this 
Regulation.

REGULATION VIII OF 1003. 

A Bemikifiou to amend the law relating to Tobacco jrnted by Sit 
Highness the Maharajah of Travaneore under date the 1 1th -Tulti 1883 
corresponding with the 20 th Mithmiam 10(13. 

Whereas it is expedient to amend the law relating to Tobacco; 
It is enacted as follows:— 

1., This Regulation may be called “The Tobacco Smuggling Regu¬ 
lation of 1063 ” and it shall come into force on the 24th day of July 
1888 corresponding with 10th Audy 1063. 

2. Section 38, Regulation VI of 1010 and Regulation VII of 1010 
are hereby repealed in so far ns they relate to Tobacco. 

3. The word * Tobacco ’ shall include also snuff and cigars. 

4. Whoever imports or brings into Our Territories tobacco either 
manufactured or unmanufactured, shall conform to the Rules and be 
liabltf to pay the customs duty on the same now in force in Onr 
Territories or which may hereafter be prescribed by rules issued with 
Our sanction and published in Onr Government. Gazette. 




5. Our Dewan may also from time to time, by notification in Our 
Government Gazette, prescribe tlie routes by which tobacco shall be 
imported, and may further regulate the mode and place of levying the 
dufcv. 

•Lg* Any person vlio, in contravention of this Regulation or of 
rule’s made and notified in the Government Gazette under this Regu¬ 
lation, shall wilfully import into Our. Territories tobacco without 
paving the prescribed duty to the officer appointed in that behalf and 
conforming to the bonded rules now in force or hereafter to be brought 
into force regarding the same, or 

who shall wilfully import or bring such articles by any route or 
at any port not legally sanctioned for that purpose, or 

who shall wilfully attempt to commit any of the above acts, or 
who shall aid any person in such commission or attempt, shall 
be punished on conviction before a Magistrate with imprisonment of 
either description for a term not exceeding 3 months, or with fine not 
exceeding rupees five hundred or with both. On second conviction 
he shall be liable to imprisonment of either description for a term no}, 
exceeding 6 months in addition to fine not exceeding one thousand 

Explanation. It shall be presumed that the act was wilful until 
the person charged proves the contrary. 

7, Whoever in order to the committing of any of the offences under 
section 6 is armed with fire-arms or other offensive -weapons, or 
whether so armed or Dot is disguised in any way, or being so armed 
or disguised is found within Our Territories with any tobacco on 
which the duty, toll or tax leviable upon the same has not been paid, 
shall be punished with imprisonment of either description w.hich may 
extend to two years and shall also he liable to fine. 

8, In any case in which an offence under this Regulation has been 
committed- 

fa) the tobacco in respect of which such offence has been com¬ 
mitted; and 

(b) the vessels, packages and coverings in which such tobacco is 
found, and the other contents (if-'any; of the vessel or package in 
which such tobacco mav be concealed and the animals and convey¬ 
ances used in carrying it 

shall be liable to confiscation. 

9, When the offender is convicted, or when the person charged 
with an offence in respect of any tobacco is acquitted, but the Magis¬ 
trate decides that the tobacco is liable to confiscation, such confisca¬ 
tion may be ordered by the Magistrate. 

"When an offence under this Regulation has been committed, but 
the offender is not known or cannot be found or when tobacco not in 
the possession of any person cannot be satisfactorily accounted for, 

! the case shall be enquired into by the Division Peishcar or other 
] officer authorized by Our Dewan in this behalf, who may order such

6th. If wet lauds, the included Revenue fields should all be 
either single crop or double crop lands.

For example—a land under a rain-fed tank must not be clubbed 
with one under river-irrigation or a field under one tank or channel 


Sth. They must all be in a compact block : 
roads, rivers, or channels. 


j Sth. If the lands to be dealt with be garden lands, planteci*and 
J non-planted properties, differently; assessable, the former with tree- 
! rates, and the latter w-ith ground tax, must not be included in tile 
j same Survey number.. . 
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Exception II. Government, gardens, sites of Palace buildings, 
Public offices, Government Schools, Satrams, Travellers’ Bungalows, 
Military Stations &c., will in each case be demarcated together, 
though the lands comprised may be of different numbers and even o£ 
different tenures. 

So also the Revenue fields included in village sites, frec-hold 
Desoma &c. which under pai*a 01 will form minor circuits. 

Exception III. Fields occupying the banks of rivers, channels, 
tanks, &o., mentioned in paras 75 and 77 must be marked oat with the 
Puramboke, being included with the said rivers, channels <£o. j 

In every such case a remark will he entered in the Register noting 
the Revenue numbers, the name of the owner, and the existence of 
taxable trees if any. The position of the property will be indicated 
in the sketch. 

Exception IV. Where a Revenue number occupies a small area 
below 5 cents as a bund, cultivator’s lodge &c. in the midst of paddy 
lands, it will be clubbed with the adjacent property of the owner if he 

any, or with that of another, whatever may be the tenure. In the 
former case, if the area is planted, it will have a distinguishing letter, 
with the particular’s entered in the Register. In the latter case, the 
same rule will be followed, whether the land forms a plantation or not. 

Exception V. Where an area of paddy cultivation containing 
more than 5 cents is situated in the midst of a garden, it will be in¬ 
cluded in the same Survey number with that garden and be distin¬ 
guished by a letter as in the preceding para. 

Exception VI. There may be cases in which the site of a house 
or other building includes portions of two or more properties of dif¬ 
ferent tenures. In. such cases the included properties may be demar¬ 
cated together, the area not bnilt upon belonging to each tenure being 
ascertained and specified by a letter and particulars entered m the 
Register. 

86. Except as above specified no fields of different tenures should 
be clubbed together in the same Survey number. 

87. Sometimes it so happens that such fields in the occupation of 
a ryot lie mixed up together without any laud-marks to identify them. 

It will be the duty of the Demarcator to separate and mark out each 
tenure with reference to the accounts. The rule to be followed is to 
ascertain - by actual measurement, the area in Parahs of the whole 
block and then to divide it proportionately according to the number 
of Parahs entered in the accounts for the several tenures. 

Thus—suppose No. 7 Pandara Otti, and No. 8 Erayali, entered 
in the accounts as I and 3 Parahs respectively, are found mixed up 
together. By actual measurement the whole area contains, say, 6

88. * No Revenue field, however large, will be sub-divided except

■Whereas portions of the Vembanad backwater along the 
shore within the taluqs of Ambalapulay, Chunganaoherry, Cotta- 
yam, Yettoomanoor, Vycome and Shertallai may advantageously 
be reclaimed for agricultural purposes, His Highness the Maha 
Rajah has been pleased, with a view to facilitate such reclamation, 
to sanction a sum of 50,000 Ra. being set apart to be advanced 
during the ensuing year 1004, under the following Rules to such 
ryots as may be willing to undertake the work:— 

Rule 1. The loans shall be granted only for reclaiming the 
sides of the Vembanad backwater’, bordering on the taluqs of 
Arabalapulay, Chunganaoherry, Cottayam, Ettumanoor, Yycome 
and Shertallai. 

2. The amount of loan in each case shall not exceed Rs. 5,000. 
The interest chargeable on same shall be 4 per cent per annum. 

o. Applications for loans shall be made to the Dewan Peish- 
car of the Division in which the portion of the backwater, pro¬ 
posed to be reclaimed, is situated- 

4. The application shall specify the following particulars 

(1) Tire name in full, house-name, and residence (Moori, 

Proverthy and Taluq) of the applicant. 

(2) The amount of money applied for. 

(3) The situation and extent of the portion of the back¬ 

water proposed to be reclaimed. 

(4) The security proposed to be given. If the security be 
land, its extent, tenure, and the nature of the applicant’s or his 
surety’s interest therein should be specified. 

5. On receipt of the application the Division Peishcar shall, 
without unnecessary delay, make an enquiry as to the character 
and position in life of the applicant, the bona ficles of his appli¬ 
cation, the feasibility of his scheme, and the validity and suffi¬ 
ciency of the security proposed to be given. If he is satisfied 
on these points, the Peishcar shall submit the application to 
Government with a full report on the result of the enquiry held 
by him. 

6. If from the enquiry made, the Peishcar is satisfied that 

the applicant is not a proper person to receive the loan, or that 
the security is bad or insufficient, he may make an order in writ- 
ing rejecting the application. The party afiected by such order 
shallhave the right of appealing to the Dewan against the same, 
within 30 days from date thereof. ’ 

7. On receipt of the report referred to in rule 5, or of an ap¬ 
peal under rule 6, the Dewan may according to his discretion 
send for and examine the records of the enquiry held by the Feish- 
car, and, after making such further enquiries as he may deem ne¬ 
cessary, pass an order granting or rejecting the application. , 

8. Every loan granted under these rules shall he repayable 
either in a _ lump sum or by instalments within such periods as 
may be specified by the. Dewan from time to time. 





9. All loans granted under these rules, all interest charge- j 

able thereon and costs, if any, incurred in making the same, 
shall, when they become due, be recoverable by the iOivision j 
Peishcar from the borrower and from his surety, if any, as if j- 
they were arrears of land revenue due by them. j 

10. The borrower shall begin operations as soon as possible 

after receiving the money from the Treasury, and if he does not j 
commence work within 12 months from such date, he shall be j 
liable to pay interest at the rate of 12 per cent per annum from I 
the date on which the loans shall be granted. j 

11. It shall be the duty of the Division Peishcars and the 
Tahsildars to inspect periodically the works in their respective 
jurisdictions, for which the loans are granted. A quarterly re¬ 
port of the progress of such works in each Taluq, should be sub¬ 
mitted by the Tahsildar to the Division Peishcar and the latter 
shall submit a similar report half-yearly to the Huzur.

(2) 1 hat after the usual enquiries and should the Govern¬ 
ment see no objection, steps will be taken to grant the lands 
applied for free of tax for the first ten years and thereafter on 
the Payattupattom tax then in force. 

(8) That persons obtaining the grant of such lands shall 
not be at liberty to fell any timber of State monopoly or trees 
which pay seigniorage that may be growing thereon except such 
as it is absolutely necessary to remove to admit of the grounds 
being opened up for cultivation, and the trees thus removed 
should be made over to the Eorest Department. They should 
clear and cultivate pepper on the lands within two years from 
the date of obtaining the grant, failing which they will be bound 
• to pay the Sircar the usual Payattupattom tax on the lands from 
the date of the grant.

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Resolution of the Government of His Highness the Malta Rajah 

of Tmvancore relative to the connection of officers in the service 
« of Government itith the Press. 

1. No officer in the service of Government is permitted 
without the previous sanction in writing of the Government of 
His Highness the Maha Rajah to become the proprietor, either 
in whole or in part, of any newspaper or-periodical publication, 
or to edit or manage any newspaper or publication. Such sanc¬ 
tion will only be given in the case of newspapers or publications 
mainly devoted to the discussion of topics not of a political 
character, such for instance as art, soience or literature. The 
sanction will he liable to be withdrawn at the discretion of the 
Government. 

2. Officers in the service of Government are not prohibited 
from contributing to the Public Press, but their position makes 
it incumbent upon them to confine themselves within the limits 
of temperate and reasonable discussion; and they are prohibited 
from making public, without the previous sanction of Govern¬ 
ment, any documents, papers, or information of which they may 
become possessed in their official capacity. In case of a de¬ 
parture from these rules or if the Government should consider 
the connection of any officer with the Press to he contrary to 
the public interests, his liberty to contribute will be withdrawn. 

3. The Government will decide, in case of doubt, whether 
any engagements of officers with the Press are consistent with 
the discharge of their duties to the Government.

INDIAN POSTAL ABSTBACT. 

I—GENERAL INFORMATION. 

I-CLASSES OF WOBK UNDERTAKEN BY POST OFFICE. 

The Indian Post Office undertakes the following class of work :— 

It conveys and delivers letters, post-cards, newspapers, books and 
packets, and patterns or samples of merchandise : these articles may 
be sent registered or unregistered. 

It conveys and delivers parcels containing goods, merchandise or 
miscellaneous articles. 

It remits sums of money from one person to another by means of 
money-orders. Such remittances may be made by post or by telegraph. 

It insures the value of the contents of letters and parcels declared 
at the time of posting. 

It collects from the addressees of letters, packets and parcels any 
sums that the senders may specify for recovery before the articles are 
delivered, the values so collected being remitted to the senders. This 
is termed the Value-payable system. The same system may also be 
made available for railway receipts for goods sent, not through the 
Post Office, but by Railway. 

It performs the business of Savings Banks, which are established 
for the depositing of small sums of money put aside as savings. The 
Post Office also purchases and sells Government Securities for de¬ 
positors. 

• At places where there is no Telegraph Office, the Post Office 
receives telegrams from the public and forwards them to the nearest 
Telegraph Office ; it also delivers telegrams sent, from the nearest 
Telegraph Office. 

* 2.—CLASSES OF POSTAL AETICLES. 

The following are the various classes of postal articles.

%. Letter may contain any writing or article whatsoever; but if 
it contains currency notes, or manifestly contains stamps, cheques, 
hnndis, &c, it must be registered, while, if coin, jew els, precious 
stones are enclosed, the letter must be also insured.

i. —KESPOKSIBIIITV OV TOST OFFICE. 

The Post Office is exempt from all responsibility for the loss of 
any article passing through, the post, unless the article has been in¬ 
sured, and in no case whatever does the Department accept respon¬ 
sibility for any damage (as distinguished from loss) to an article, 
whether insured or not. The registration of an article makes its 
1 transmission safer, the article being forwarded under special pre- 
: cautions, but the Post Office is not responsible in case of the loss, 
mis-delivery, detention, &c., of a registered article. In regard to un¬ 
registered articles, of which no record is kept, it is almost impossible, 
in case of loss, to institute satisfactory enquiries, although every 
effort will he made by the Department to do so. 

In the case of insured articles, the Post Office will compensate 
the sender for any actual loss of contents occurring in transit, except 
in the cases enumerated in the Postal Guide which may be briefly 
described as follows :— * 

(a) when the article is delivered in outwardly good condition, or 
when it has been taken delivery of without remark as to 
its condition ; „ 

(t) when there has been fraud or wrong or ineomjilete declara- . 
tiou on the part of sender or addressee, or when the 
article is misdelivered owing to incorrectness or incom¬ 
pleteness of the address written by the sender ; 

O') when intimation of loss is not given by the sender within 
three months from the date of posting ; 

(it) in the case of partially insured articles, -when the loss is duo 
_to hig hway-robbery withi n the territory of a Native State.

Every article consigned to the post should be enclosed in a du¬ 
rable cover, suited for protecting the contents from damage by pres¬ 
sure and friction. Articles not properly secured are liable to damage 
when being stamped by the Post Office, and'they are also subjected 
to much pressure and friction in the mail bags while in transit. 
Stout paper, wood or tin,‘according-to the size and nature of the 
contents, should he used to enclose articles. Waxcloth is not desir- 

















Registered articles.—A letter, post-card, newspaper, book packet 
or pattern packet may be registered. Prepayment of postage and 
registration fee and of acknowledgment fee (if any), by means of post¬ 
age stamps, is compulsory. 

Parcels. —A parcel must be presented with a receipt ready prepar¬ 
ed by the sender in the prescribed form, which may be obtained free 
at the Post Office. Prepayment is optional, but partial prepayment is 
not permitted. The postage, if paid, must be in cash, as also the 
charge for acknowledgment foe, if an acknowledgment is desired. 

Insured articles.—Only registered letters and parcels may be in¬ 
sured. Prepayment of all charges is compulsory. 
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| in._VALUE-PAYABLE ARTICLES. 

: 19.—CONDITIONS AND RATES Of COMMISSION. 

| Th?-undermentioned classes of articles may be sent as “value 
1 payable,” that is, the sender may, at tlie time of posting, specify a 
‘ fixed sum (not less than 4 annas and not more than Bs. 1,000) to be 
realised before delivery of the article; the Post Office will recover 
this amount from the addressee, and will remit it to the sender by 
means of a money-order, deducting from tlie amount recovered the 
Commission payable on the money-order. The commission to be paid 
is calculated at money-order rates, via :— 

If value does not exceed Rs. 10.2 annas. 

If it exceeds Its. 10, but does not exceed Its. 25. ..4 „ 

For every additional Bs. 25, or fraction of Rs. 25.. .4 „up to Rs.loO. 

Above Es. 150. eight annas for every additional Fifty Es. up to Es.600. 
The sum specified for recovery need not be the actual value of the 
contents, nor need tlie contents of a V.-P-article possess any intrinsic 
value; for instance, a bill may be sent, the sum specified for recovery 
being the amount of the sender’s claim against the addressee. 

20_ARTICLES THAT MAY B* SENT BY VALUE-PAYABLE POST. - 

The following classes of articles may be sent under the value- 
payable system 

Parcels. 

Registered letters. 

Registered packets. 

Unregistered book-packets. 

Bailway receipts presented open at the Post Office for goods and 
parcels sent by railway (see Clause 23). 

Anything on which money is to be collected can be sent under the 
value-payable system. Legal documents, bonds, insurance policies, 
promissory notes, railway receipts, bills, invoices, tfcc., may be sent 
value payable. 

A value-payable parcel or registered letter may be also insured, 
under the rules relating to insured articles. The value declared for 
insurance need not be tlie same as the amount specified for recovery 
from the addressee; thus, if a watch were returned after repairs, to 
its owner, by value-payable post, tlie amount to be recovered would 
be only the cost of repairs, while the sum insured would be the value 
. oi the watch itself. 

'21.—HAUSER OP TOSTING VALUE-PAYABLE ARTICLES. 

A value-payable article must be presented by the sender at the 
Post Office, accompanied by a V.-P. memorandum in the prescribed 
form (which may be obtained free at the Post Office). There is a 
special form of memorandum for V.-P. unregistered book packets. 
The sender should write his name and address clearly on each article 

"When a V.-P. article is to be also insured, it should be presented 
at the Post Office, accompanied by the declaration of contents prescrib¬ 
ed in Clause 13, and also by the usual V.-P. memorandum. 

The manner of despatching Railway Receipt Notes under the 
value-payable system, is separately described in Clause 23. 

22-DELIVERY OF VALUE-PAYABLE -ARTICLES. * 

Value-payable parcels and registered articles are delivered only 
at the Post Office window; intimation of arrival of the article will be 
sent to the addressee, together with a receipt for the article to tee 
signed by him; when this receipt duly signed is presented at the-Post 
Office, together jrith the value recoverable, and also any postage that 
miy he due, tbe article will be delivered.

| Hear Comorm and by Crocodile rock, casts of 10 fathoniB are 
1 found nearly 3 miles from tlie main land ; but generally between tire 
Cape and Enciam there is that depth at one and 2 miles distance. 
Between Enciam and Anjengo 10 fathoms is about one mils from land. 
The bottom is sand and shells, with exceptional rocky casts. 

Eastward of Cape Comorin the bank of shoal Boundiugs extends 
farther off shore, and has more overfalls. 


Wadge Bank, (where a Captain of that name reports having once 
found 7 fathoms, least water) is a shoal of small extent on the bank of 
soundings, 36 miles S. W. from Cape Comorin. It was examined in 
1861, but not less depth than 14 fathoms was found. This is probably 
that bank described by Horsburgh, as “ a great way out from Cape 
“ Comorin, and abounding with cod, where some ships have caught 
“ considerable numbers of those fish, but it appears to be of small 
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Light.— A teed white light is exhibited at an elevation of 132 feet 
from a dark grey granite octagonal column 72 feet in height- on 
Cadiapatam ^oint ; which is visible in clear weather from a ship’s 
deck at a distance of 20 miles. This light is intended to giVe warn¬ 
ing of the dangerous rocks in the neighbourhood. The outermost 
of which is known as the Crocodile rock. 

Crocodile Rook. —Bearing S. W. from Cadiapatam light at the 
distance of 31 miles, lies this dangerous sunken rock, close to which 
are depths of 14 and 16 fathoms, and 20 fathoms at half a mile oiit- 
side. A small part of the rock appears sometimes above water, but it 
does not break at all times, nor is there any break at high water when 
the sea is smooth. At night, do not approach it under 25 fathoms 

Between Crocodile rock and Cadiapatam point lies the rooky islet 
Adumdah, and If miles W. by N. f N. from this islet is another called 
Kotali. Both are surrounded by sunken rocks and foul ground but 
there is a channel between the islets, and between them and Crocodile 
Rock. Kotah bears from the Crocodile N. \ Vt. nearly 2-J miles. 

, Colachul OR Colachel, —This place is on the shore just half-way 
between Cadiapatam aud Eneiam islet, off it there are several rocks 
above and below water. A red buoy lies a short distance to south¬ 
ward of the south-easternmost rocks. At the village of Colachul, 
troops sometimes embark in the fine season, the outlying roeks form¬ 
ing a partial breakwater, within which landing is comparatively easy. 

There is a remarkable tree on the undulating ground of Aunipauri 
hills, elevated more than 250 feet above the sea, and bearing from 
Eneiam islet U. E, by E J E. 4-§ miles, and about 4 miles northward 
of Colachel village. 

Anchorage.—A nchor with the tree hearing 17. by E., and the 
Light House cn Cadiapatam red point, B. S. E., in 11 or 12 fathoms 
water, which position will be 3-| miles to the North-west of Kotah 
rocky islet, 

Engtam Islet bears from Cadiapatam point R. W. by W. 10 miles ; 
this islet is rocky, has a church on it, and lies about half a^mile off 
the sandy shore ; roeks, above and below water, project from it to the 
distance of half-a mile north-west and south-west. A little to the east 
of the islet the steep land near the sea has a red appearance ; indeed 
there are numerous patches of red land between Comorin and Quilon, 
but eoeoanut-trees fringe the most part of the coast. 

A depth of IS fathoms will be found close to the outer rocks df 
Eneiam ; at night a vessel should not shoal under 20 fathoms, which 
depth is only 2 miles from the rocks. 

Covilum or Ruttera Point, bears from Eneiam islet about N. >Y. J 
W. 16 miles. The coast between them, except near Covilum, is sandy, 
nearly straight, fronted with eoeoanut trees and safe to approach. 
Covilum is a piece of low level land terminating in a bluff cape higher 
thhn the contiguous coast, but it projects very little, and has a build¬ 
ing upon it; there are three other points close to the south-east of it 
and at the distance of 3 miles another point, one mile to the east of 
which is the village and back-water of Karucliel. 

Horseburgh describes a point called Yeniam as 7jt miles to the 
south-east of Buttera point, and “formed of steep bold land or red- 
cUalx cliffs, considerably elevated, having on the north side a small river 
and a village at the northern extremity of the high land that forms 
the # point. 5} This is evidently a description of Colatur hill and the 
village of Powaur as seen from southward, from which point of view 
the hill would look like a point projecting northward if the vessel was

PENSION RULES 


Established under Sign Manual by His Highness 
THE MAHARAJAH 


Under date the ; 


1. All public servants drawing monthly salaries of 30 rupees j 

and upwards and named in the annexed List marked A, shall be j 
entitled to pension under these rules. ! 

2. The applicant for pension, must have served the Sircar for 
a period not less than 15 years, on a monthly salary of 10 rupees 
and upwards. 

3. If the applicant’s service fall short of 30 years, he cannot 
have a pension, unless incapacitated for further employment by 
old age, protracted ill-health, loss of sight, or other bodily or 
mental infirmity. Competent medical testimony to snob in¬ 
capacity shad always accompany an application for pension in 
such circumstances. But when service is more than 30 years, 
such testimony shall not be required. 

4. Public servants of standing between 15 and 20 years who 
are entitled to pension under these rules, shall be granted 
pensions equal to one-fourth of their monthly salaries Calculated 
on an average of five yearB previously to the date of the applica¬ 
tion for pension. If the service has been for more tban 20 but 
less than 30 years, and the public servant is entitled to pension 
under these rules, the amount shall be one-third of the monthly 
salary calculated in the manner above stated. Similarly, if the 
public servant bas served 30 years or upwards, and bis case 
satisfies the rules, the amount of his pension shall be one-half of 
his monthly salary calculated as above. 

5. In no case, however, is the amount of pension to exceed 
500 rupees a month. 

6. Pensions granted under these rules are not liable to at¬ 
tachment or sequestration in satisfaction of any decree or order 
of Court. 

7. Pension certificates cannot be mortgaged or otherwise 
transferred.^ The pensions are payable only to the individuals 
in whose names they have been granted or to their authorized 
Yak eels. 

8. Dismissal for misconduct entails forfeiture of the benefit 
of past service. 

9. Service as substitute does not count towards pension when 
the substitute holds no substantive appointment. 

10. The whole of the service in virtue of which pension is 

claimed, must have been passed in one of the grades specified in 
the annexed List marked B. <- 

11. Periods of service before the age of 18 shall not count 
towards pension.

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SECTION IV. 

Buies and rates for inland Telegrams sanctioned by 
the Governor General in Council with, effect from 
the 1st July 1886. 

General. 

Rote 1.—The accuracy of telegrams is not guaranteed, and the 
sender and receiver must accept all risks arising from non-delivery, 
errors or delays. 

Rule 2.—Telegraph offices in India are distinguished as fol- 
(a) Government Telegraph Offices. 

These include the Telegraph Departmental Offices and Postal 
combined offices. 

» (6) Railway Teibosaph Omices. 

These include State Railway Offices and Railway Offices not the 
property of the State which are ficensed for working under Section 4. 
Act 3TITT of 1385. Under this head are also included Telegraph Offices 

I. —Telegrams are accepted at all Government Telegraph Offices 

during the hours they are open for business according to 
their classification notified in the list of offices published 
in the Telegraph Guide. 

II. —Telegraph Offices of the 1st class are open day and night. 

III. —Telegraph Offices of the 2nd class are open 14 hours daily, 

or from 7 A. M to 9 p. M. (local time), except on Sundays, 
Ohristmas-day, New Tear’s day, Good Friday, and the 
Queen’s Birthday, when they are open only from 7 to a 
a. M. and 4 to 9 P. M. These hours are subject to modi¬ 
fication to suit local requirements. 

IV. —Telegraph Offices of the 3rd class are open about seven 

hours daily, and usually from 10 A. M. to 5 p. 31. (local 
time) except on Sundays, Ohristmas-day, New Year’s day, 
Good Friday, and the Queen’s Birthday when they are 
open only from 7 to 9 a. u. _ and 4 to _6 P. u. These 
hours are subject to modification to suit local require- 

V. —In cases of life and death, or of extraordinary emergency, 

an 'urgent’ telegram can be sent from any office at any 

VX—Railway Telegraph OfficeB accept telegrams at such, hours 
’ as they may be open for business, but always subject to 

the necessities of Railway traffic. 

Rule 3.— Telegrams are accepted at all Post Offices. 

„ I.—Post Offices in Telegraph connection with other Telegraph 

Offices are called “Postal combined Offices.” 

XX,_Post Offices not in Telegraph connection with Telegraph 

Offices receive telegrams and despatch them by Post to a 
- Telegraph Office and are called Postal Receiving 

» Offices. ” : Such, telegrams are sent “registered" and 

“postage free” by first post, 



Rote 4.—Telegrams may also be posted to the nearest Telegraph 
Office, together with telegraph or postage stamps sufficient for their 
payment; and in this case a receipt for the amount will be returned 
post free to the sender. 

I.—In. tlie case of a telegram sent by post to a Telegraph Office 
with an insufficient number of stamps, the excess charge 
will be recovered from the addressee. 

Rote 5.—A telegram can be sent from any Government Telegraph 
Office to any Railway Telegraph Office, or vice versa, without addition¬ 
al charge. 


Buie 6.— Telegrams can be addressed to places where there'ar 
) Telegraph Offices. 

I. —In such cases the sender must state from what Telegraph 

Office delivery is to be effected. 

Example. To “Shergkotty, Post Burhee.” 

The extra words <; l’ost Burhee” form part of the address and 
are therefore sent free of charge. 

II. —No charge will be made for ordinary Inland postage or 

gistration on a telegram addressed to a place in India 
where there is no Telegraph Office, hut in the cas 

telegrams which have to be posted in India topli_ 

beyond Indian limits, eight annas additional is charged 
to cover the postage and registration fees. 

Buie 7.—All telegrams must be legibly written in the Roman 
character or in Arabic numerals : subject to the above limitation, tele- 
ams may be sent in the Vernacular, or any foreign language, c 
nher if written in Arabic numerals. 

I. —Telegram forms are to be supplied free at all Telegraph and 

Post Offices. 

II. —At Telegraph and Post Offices in places other than 

Presidency towns, evory assistance possible is tc __ 
afforded to natives in the translation of their telegrams 
into English, and of telegrams in English addressed to 
them into the Vernacular. 

III. —The body of the telegram must be preceded by the ad¬ 

dress (as defined in Buie 10 ("Vi ) 

IT.—The true signature and address of the sender must alwayB 
be written at the foot of the telegram. 

V. —The sender of a private telegram can always ho called upon 

to prove that the signature attached to it is genuine. 

VI. —Every interlineation, reference, erasure, or alteration of 

words must be authenticated by the sender of the t«’ 
gram or by his representative. 

Buie 8. —No telegram or telegrams of more than five hundred,, 
words can be sent at any one time by any private individual or firm, 
and no second telegram by the same individual or firm till after the 
lapse of three hours, unless the telegraph lines be free of all other 
traffic. 


Buie 9 —Telegraph Offices are required to refuse to transmit a 
telegram which may be of a decidedly objectionable or alarming 
character. Should the character of a telegram be open to doubt, the 
matter shall be referred to a Secretary to Government if the telegram 
be tendered at a seat of Government or to the chief civil or military 
officer if tendered at another place. 
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CHARGES. 

Buie 10—There are three classes of telegrams—urgent, ordinary 
deferred, and the following are the rates of charge for State and Pri¬ 
vate telegrams between any two offices in India "

I. —‘Urgent'telegrams receive instant transmission and have 

the right of precedence over ordinary messages and of 
special delivery at destination. 

II. —‘ Ordinary ’ telegrams are transmitted in their torn after 

urgent telegrams, and are delivered by messengers bet¬ 
ween day-break and 9 r. M., local time. 

III. —' Deferred’ telegrams are transmitted when the lines are 

clear of tvrgent ana ordinary telegrams, and are usually 
delivered by post. 

IV. —Mo charge is made for the transmission of the address. 

f V.—The ' address ’ includes name of office from and to which 

the tejpgram is to be despatched, the actual names or 
designations of the sender and addressee, and the latter’s 
address. Mo other words can be transmitted unless paid 
for as part of the body of the message, and Telegraph 
officials are authorized to omit from the address any words 
which are not essential to the correct delivery of the 
telegram. Marne and designation cannot both be ad¬ 
mitted unless it would otherwise be obviously impossible 
for the addressee to identify the Sender. A telegram can 
only be sent in the name of one individual or firm. 

VI. —If the sender of a telegram desire his own address to be 

telegraphed, it must be paid for. 

VII. —The address must contain all the information necessary 

to ensure the delivery of the telegram at its destination, 
and the sender in all oases supports the consequences of 
insufficiency of address. After the telegram is once des¬ 
patched, it can neither be cancelled, completed, nor rec¬ 
tified. except by the despatch of a fresh paid telegram. 

VIII. —With the exception specified in clause SXV of this rale, 
all charges on telegrams must be prepaid in the following 
manner— 

(a) At Government Telegraph Departmental Offices in telegraph 

stamps only. 

(b) At Postal Combined Offices in telegraph stamps or postage 

stamps at the option of the sender. 

(c) At Postal Receiving Offices in telegraph stamps or postage 

stamps or in cash at the option of the sender. 

' (d) At Railway Telegraph Offices in cash or telegraph stamps at 

the option of the sender. 

(e) Telegrams sent by post to any Telegraph Office from a place 
„ where there is no Telegraph Office may be paid for in 

telegraph stamps or postage stamps. 

XX.—Telegraph stamps are double-headed, the .object being 
that the upper half shall be returned on the receipt 
’ (whereby the sender receives a guarantee that his tele- 

• gram has not been suppressed for the sake of the stamps) 

and the lower half shall be affixed to the telegram as 
voucher to Government that it has been prepaid. 
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X. —The senders of telegrams must affix their telegraph stamps 

on the spaces left blank for the purpose on the telegram 
forms—the upper half on the receipt, the lower half on 
telegram,—and they Bhould see that the stamps are 
defaced with the office stamp which hears the name of 
the office and the date. 

XI. —Telegraph stamps which have been out in two, before be¬ 

ing sent into a Telegraph Office, or are in any way defao- 
ed, discolored, or damaged, are not accepted. 

XII. —The value of damaged telegraph stamps will ordinarily 

he refunded on application to the Government Telegraph 
Cheek Office, Calcutta, if such application be accompanied 
by a statement of the cause of damage, and if no doubt 
exists that the damaged stamps are genuine and that the 
damage was not intentional. 

XIII. —Stamped receipts for telegram charges are not given at 

‘ Postal Combined ’ or ‘ "Railway 1 Telegraph Offices. 

XIV. —Telegrams are sent ‘ bearing ’ from sea-ports when re¬ 

ceived for despatch by mail steamers or other vessels ; 
but no such telegram, whether ‘prepaid-’ or ‘ bearing 
will be transmitted until the name of the vessel from 
which it is received fe known at the Telegraph Office. 
Bearing telegrams will not bo delivered to the addressees 
until after payment has been obtained. 

APPLICATION OP CHARGES. 

Rum H.—The maximum length of a word is fixed at six syllables. 
The excess is counted as a word. 

Rum 12. —Telegrams must not contain any unusual combinations, 


the two parts are not joined by a hyphen or apostrophe, 
and that the whole is of six or less than six syllables. 
“Half penny, ” “ twopence, ” “ threepence, ” &o., up to 
“ elevenpence,” when written as a single word, count as 
one word only. “ F. 0. B., ” “ 0. P. I,. ” “ A. It, ” 
and “ P. M. , ” when written as separate letters, are eaoh 
counted aB three and two words respectively; but these 
specified abbreviations (and no others) when written 
“ fob, ” “ cfi, ” “ am,” " pm ’’ are accepted each as one 

H.—Words joined by a hyphen are counted as so many sepaiatc 

ni.— Words, separated by an apostrophe are counted as so many 
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. or signalled ; but decimal points, commas, bars of divi¬ 
sion, &c.. used with figures, are each counted as a figure 
and signalled. ' * 

Rule 13. —When numbers are expressed in figures, all the charac¬ 
ters, figures, letters, or signs in each group are added together ; the 
total divided by three, and the quotient plus one for the remainder, 
if there he any, gives the number of words the group represents. 

I.—Signs used to separate groups and letters, added to figures 
to form ordinal numbers are counted each as a figure or 
letter. Groups of letters not forming words (letter cipher) 
cannot be transmitted. 

Role 14.—All that the sender writes in his telegram to be trans¬ 
mitted is to be included in the cost, with the exception of the address 
a B defined in Rule 10 (V). 

I.—The day, hour, and minute, /"Madras time) at which a tele¬ 
gram is booked when tendered for despatch are added by 
the Telegraph Office and telegraphed free. Senders may 
, date or time their telegrams if they desire, but in such 

case their dates or times will be charged for. 

Rule 15.—State telegrams from all Government officials most be 
elassed either 1 urgent ’ or 1 deferred' and as a rule, paid for in cash or 
in stamps prior to despatch. The charges are the same for State as for 
private telegrams. 

X.—The rule regarding prepayment will be relaxed in case of 
great emergency. Whenever an ‘ urgent, ’ State telegram 
is tendered for despatch under this permission, the 
sender must take the necessary steps to ascertain the 
charges on it, and pay them into the Telegraph Office 
within 2* hours. The rule cannot be relaxed in case of 
1 Deferred ’ State telegrams. 

IX.—State messages not marked ‘urgent’ will be treated as 
‘ Deferred. ’ 

III.—State telegrams take their turn for despatch with ‘ urgent’ 
and 1 deferred ’ private telegrams according to tile order 
in which they are tendered. 

Rule 16—All telegrams,, State and Private must be paid for ex¬ 
cept the following viz'. — 

(а) Those on the service of the Government Telegraph, and 

Postal Departments which are sent free to and from any 
Telegraph Office. 

(б) Those on the service of certain Foreign Governments re¬ 

garding which the Government of India defines special 
rules in each case. 

REPL5T PAID. 

Rule 17.—A reply oan be prepaid'by the sender of a private tele- 
gram or of a State telegram addressed to a person, other than a Gov. 
eminent official, depositing a sum of not less than eight annasand 
ndt more than two rupees. The sender of a reply paid telegram is to 
add. after the text of lus telegram (but separated from it) the words 
“reply paid” and the amount he deposits, thus “Reply paid ten 
annas ” and such words will not be charged for. 

„ I—The terminal office delivers to the addressee a ‘pass’ or 

order for the amount prepaid, leaving it to him to send 
his answer how, and when within the limit of 30 days 
prescribed in the pass and to what address he pleases, or 
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not to send one at all. The reply, if sent must be ac¬ 
companied by the ‘ pass. ’ 

JX—When a telegram to which a reply is prepaid is addressed 
to a place where there is no Telegraph Office, tile tele¬ 
gram and ‘ pass ’ are forwarded to destination from the 
nearest Telegraph Office by ordinary post free of charge. 

III.—Should it be impossible to effect delivery of a “nipZy 
find" telegram, the terminal office send a telegram to 
that effect to the sender and the amount deposited will 
be refunded on application being made to the Telegraph 
Check Office, Calcutta. 

* IV.—It is not compulsory on the addressee to send a reply. 

The duty of the terminal office consists simply in the de¬ 
livery of the pass for the amount prepaid, leaving him at 
liberty to do what he pleases with ii. 

V.—The sender of a State telegram addressed to a Government 
official may not prepay a reply. And in the case of a 
State telegram addressed to other than a Government 
official, any sum deposited by the sender under this rifle 
must be intended for no other purpose than to cover the. 
cost of a return telegram. 

ACKNOWLEDGMENT OE DELIVERY. 

Ruin 18.—-Any sender can by writing after the text of Iris tele¬ 
gram (but separated from it) the words “ Acknowledgment prepaid, ” 
require that a notice of the time at which his telegram is delivered be 
transmitted to him by telegraph and the charge for such notice or ac¬ 
knowledgment is one rupee. 

I. —This advice of delivery may be addressed to him at any 

place he may name. 

II. —If the telegram cannot be delivered, the return telegram 

indicates the circumstances which prevented delivery, 
and, if possible, gives the information necessary to enable 
the sender to cause his telegram to reach its destination. 
The return telegram has priority m transmission over 
ordinary telegrams. 

MULTIPLE TELEGRAMS,' 


Rcle 19.—A telegram addressed to several persons in one loca¬ 
lity, or to the same person at several places of residence in one loca¬ 
lity, with or without transmission by post, in charged for as a single 
telegram ; but a copying tee of four annas per 10O words, plus four 
annas for the excess independently of postage, if any, is charged for 
each destination after the first. 


I. —A telegram addressed to several persons, 

person in localities where delivery is to be efl'ected*by 
different offices, is charged for as so many separate tele¬ 
grams. 

II. —If the sender wishes each copy of the telegram

REGISTERED ADDRESSES. 
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Role 30.—No refund will, under any circumstances!, be made for 
a State telegram of any class or for a ‘ deferred’ private telegram. 

I. —Applications for refunds, as also all complaints respecting 

telegrams, should be addressed to the Telegraph Check 
Office, Calcutta. Such claims for refund must, be made 
within one month from the date of the telegram; but 
this period is extended to two months in the ease of a 
; 1 repeated ’ telegram, or of a telegram for which a ‘ fteply ’ 

| or an ‘ Advice of Delivery ’ has been prepaid. 

II. —When no doubt exists as to an overcharge having been 

made on an inland telegram by the mistake of an official 
at any Telegraph Office, such overcharge is to be at once 
refunded by such Office. 

CLEAR LINE TELE3RAMS. 

Rule 31.—On emergent occasions of great importance, the public 
functionaries named below have the power to ‘ clear the line ’ that is, 
,to suspend the receipt and despatch of all messages until the one for 
which the line is ‘ cleared’ is passed on: - 

(1) The Governor General of India. 

(2) The Governors of Madras and Bombay. 

(3) Commanders-in-Chief, India, Madras, and Bombay. 

(4) Lieutenant-Governors of Bengal and the Panjab, Lieu¬ 

tenant Governor of North-Western Provinces and Chief 
Commissioner of Oudh. 

(o) Secretaries to the Government of India. 

(<;) Secretaries to the Governments of Madras, Bombay, 
Bengal, North-Western Provinces, and Panjab. 

(7) Chief Commissioners of the Central Provinces, British 

Burma and Assam. 

(8) Agents to the Governor-General, Rajputana, Central India, 

and Baluchistan. 

(T) Commissioners of Sind and Peshawar. 

(10) The Residents at Hyderabad (Deccan) and Mysore. 

(11) The Maharajah of Patiala, from the Patiala Office only.
